COURT PACKING PLAN 


Lobbyists, Not the Law, 


Would Be the Dominant 


Power in Nation. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 


Politicians, lobbyists, political law- 
yers and prospective candidates 
for big jobs as liaison executives 
between industry and government 
are rubbing their palms, figur- 
atively speaking, in anticipation of 
the new era which they expect 
will open up in Washington if the 
congress should adopt President 
Roosevelt's plan to add six Jus- 
tices who will refuse to override 
acts of congress. 


Mr. Roosevelt's 
exact words 
formally admitting that he wants 
to "pack" the supreme court were: 
"I will appoint judges who will 
not undertake to override the judg- 
ment of congress on legislative 
policy." 
^ 
This, in effect, means that con- 
gress would have virtually a free 
rein and there would be -little 
gained by persons or businesses 
damaged under such statutes if 
they sought redress in the courts. 
What such a change will bring 
undoubtedly on the part of many 
businesses is a determination to 
avoid lawsuits and try to reach 
adjustments and agreements with 
commissions, bureaus, and other 
governmental officers. To do this, 
business men will employ lawyers 
or lobbyists or politicians thought 
to have a drag with the new deal. 


Important Men Resign. 


During the last four years, 
many men who have been in gov- 
ernment positions of importance 
have resigned. Some of them, 
when leaving, do not come back 
to have any further contact with 
government. Others are-hired Just 
because of their contacts'" in-WasE"- 


ing-ton. Fancy salaries and fee* 
are paid to such men, and juat 
what they do to justify iuch out- 
lays is often a mystery, tho some 
businea* men are -ready to pay 
almost any price to immunize 
themselves from harassment by 
new deal bureaus. 
Occasionally, there's a big fat 
job as "czar" of an industry. Thus, 
Tuesday W. Forbes Morgan re- 
signed his post as treasurer of 
the democratic national committee 
to be head of the Distilled Spirits 
institute at a total guaranteed sal- 
ary of $500,000 for the next five 
years. 
It is understood that, besides his 
5100,000 a year, the expenses of 
Mr. Morgan's office will run some- 
where between 575,000 and 5100,- 
000 a year in addition, and that 
he will take over tou his new work 
some of the former employes of 
the democratic national committee. 
The report has been current 
that the distillers actually sounded 
out two cabinet officers before 
they asked Mr. Morgan to take 
the job. ..They wanted a man 
skilled in public relations. Mr. 
Morgan, of course, has had no 
previous experience in the liquor 
business, but he has had a great 
deal of experience in the last few 
years in party politics. He knows 
the state political organizations 
very well and lots of members of 
the new deal administration here. 


Liquor Close to New Deal. 


The liquor Industry has been 


close to the new deal ever since 
repeal was brought about thru Mr. 
Roosevelt's active advocacy of re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
But the pendulum swings back and 
forth over periods of time on mat- 
ters of liquor legislation, and it 
is deemed de«sii:«ble from the point 
of view of the distillers to protect 
themselves against 'vexing inter- 
ferences of one kind or another, 
especially in the states, by engag- 
ing a. man to represent them who 
knows the language of politics. 
It was an alliance between the 
whisky interests and the politicians 
which produced conditions that 
helped to bring on the 18th amend- 
ment, and it was an alliance be- 
tween bootleggers and the politi- 


cians that produced conditions 
which helped to repeal the 18th 
amendment and force the adoption 
of the 21st amendment. Most of 
the distiller* now engaged in the 
legitimate industry are anxious to 
abide by whatever regulations are 
prescribed, but they recognize that 
in various states they are being 
held up in various ways by efforts 
to put thru legislation harmful to 
their increased sales. Mr. Morgan 
is presumably to watch all such 
situations. 


Want Direct Action. 


There are other instances in 
which industries and businesses 
have looked toward men prominent 
in toe new deal to aid them in 
straightening out tangles with 
government. Heretofore, if a com- 
mission or bureau in the executive 
department of government ap- 
peared to be taking an arbitrary 
or one-sided action, or if'congress, 
at the behest of special interests, 
passed a law harassing business, 
the tendency was to look to the 
courts of law for justice. Com- 
panies relying on precedents of 
the court would ask for injunctions 
against what they deemed arbi- 
trary or capricious action. There 
will be little occasion to wait for 
the judgments of a new deal su- 
preme court. Big business and lit- 
tle business thru its trade associa- 
tions will seek in more direct fash- 
ion to find out thru their political 
lawyers and Washington contacts 
what government wants them to 
do. Negotiations to secure free- 
dom to operate with a minimum 
of inconvenience will require go- 
betweens, and this is the~ great 
money-making opportunity of the 
politicians. 
It has always been more or less 
like this Tinder the old deal. There 
were little "green houses" on "K." 
street under the Harding regime, 
and there have been lobbyists and 
fixers here for generations, but 
none to compare with the political 
personages of today and their fat 
incomes made possible under the 
new deal. One reason for this is 
that under no administration in 
American history have there been 
so many political appointees to" 
government jobs. The spoils sys-

ROCHESTER, N. Y. UP). Into 
the weird world of fears and hopes

dementia praecox, 


cause of half the nation's insan- 
ity, two Rochester physicians have 
gone exploring with an ordinary 
"sacchramiter." This is the in- 
strument long used by sugar re- 
finers to grade their product. The 
medical men are using It to study 
the new "sugar shock" treatment 
for dementia praecox. The new 
treatment was discovered by Man- 
fred 
Sakel, Viennese, and 
the 
journal of the American Medical 
association announced it to Ameri- 
can medical men about a year ago. 
Daily injections of insulin are 
given the dementia praecox pa- 
tients until the sugar in their blood 
is very low. Then one massive 
dose of insulin, 40 to 190 units, 
throws them into a coma. Feeding 
sugar revives them. With the re- 
turn to consciousness, many of 
these insane are mentally normal. 
Dr. 
Sakel 
reported 
apparently 
complete cures in 70 percent of 
200 cases. The medical profes- 
sion is trying to discover why the 
sugar shock clears the beclouded 
minds. Analysis of the sugar it- 
self is one step toward solving 
the mystery.

This world has shrunk consid- 


erably in size with modern fast 
communications, yet it is still so 
big that a nation may be formed 
and the news gets to the outside 
world only as the vaguest of ru- 
mors. Such rumors tell of the for- 
mation of a new nation "similar 
to Manchukuo" which has sup- 
posedly been carved out of Chi- 
nese territory. 
The new nation, 


apparently named Mongokuo, is 
situated west of Jehol province and 
north of the great wall. Its north- 
ern limit ia set by outer Mongolia. 
The similarity to Manchukuo prob- 
ably lies in Japanese control and 
in the fact that the creation of a 
strong nation in this area further 
•weakens China and makes the lat- 
ter's ability to withstand Japanese 
domination less powerful. 


The incessant crackle of explod- 


ing firecrackers was heard in Ma- 
nila Monday but the holiday spirit 
was not in evidence. In fact each 
explosion sounded a. note of trag- 
edy in the vicinity of a fireworks 
factory where an explosion is 
known to have taken the lives of 
28 persons and where many more 
are unaccounted for to date. Pol- 
lowing the explosion which shook 
the area, those of the employes 
who were able, many of them 
women, rushed to the single door. 
There they jammed in a struggling 
mass, the leaders wedged in the 
doorway and unable to 
move, 


those behind, agonized by the haat 
and panic stricken by the danger, 
pushed and shoved desperately, 
lessening 
by their own efforts 


their chances of escape. 


TRADE BARRIERS. 


Not long ago the Nebraska uni- 


cameral placed on file a com- 
mittee 
report indefinitely post- 


poning bill No. 317 by Worthing. 
That bill was designed to prohibit 
importation 
into 
Nebraska 
ot 


liquor from any state that dis- 
criminates against liquor made in 
this state and prescribing duties 
of the liquor commission in this 
matter. The revocation of license 
of the transporter was provided 
by the bill. 


In the Iowa legislature a bill 


has been introduced designed to 
prohibit 
"the sale in Iowa of 


beer and liquor* made in states, 
which discriminate against Iowa 
made beer and liquor." 


The similarity of the two bills 


is striking. It is probable that 
there is also a striking similarity 
in the source from which they 
came. It is the fight of home 
manufacturers 
who would' con- 


trol the local market. 
By such 


measures the state seeks to ob- 
tain by law a. preferential status 
for its products. 
Short sighted 


egislators overlook or refuse to 
see the damage that can be done 
:o other 
industries, 
when one 


state 
begins 
to 
discriminate 


against another. 
'. 


It is well to recall the effort 


of Wisconsin to ban the sale of 
synthetic butter in that state. A 
prohibitive sales tax was imposed. 
Quickly Wisconsin discovered that 
one of the best markets for its 
real butter was in the south; that 
:he south is a heavy' producer and 
exporter 
o.f 
cottonseed oil 
and 


other products from which imita- 
iion butter is made. A boycott by 
:he south would decrease the vol- 
ume of butter sales to an extent 
greater than would the (sale of. 
imitation butter. 


Artificial 
trade 
barriers be- 


tween states do not work out well. 
Any state, entirely sufficient unto 
itself, with no profit in trading 
or other incentive to trade with 
other states, might make such a 
scheme work. 
The trouble is, 


there 
are 
no 
self 
supporting 


states under our present standards 
of living. 
There are states that 


might exist without outside prod- 
ucts but outside products would 
be seriously missed. 


Any bill that pretends to set 


up a trade barrier between states 
should receive careful 
scrutiny 


by those able to foresee its effects 
in operation. 


A flood of documents support- 


Ing- the plan to remodel the su- 
preme court is now being dis- 
tributed by the postoffice depart- 
ment. Most of it consists of re- 
prints of radio addresses. In a 
single mail, reprints of such propa- 
ganda were carried under the sen- 
atorial franks of Senators Black, 
Barkley and Green. Each of these 
addresses is marked "Not printed 
at government expense." Each of 
them is printed at the government 
printing office and all of them are 
mailed in government envelopes. 
Possibly the individual authors of 
these addresses have paid the cost 
of printing, but the government 
pays 
the . cost of 
distribution, 


which is probably a much greater 
total. This flood may be expected 
to .continue until the issue is set- 
tled.

Citizens of New York City, ap- 


parently without regard for con- 
sequences and without giving any 
thought to the rights of citizens 
in other parts of the country, seem 
intent upon following Mayor La- 
Guarrlin's lead in an effort to get 
the country embroiled with Ger- 
many. The mass meeting1 in New 
York at which Hitler and his aides 
were abused is bound to be an irri- 
tant where feelings have already 
been bruised. 
Led by two not- 


able rabble 
rousers, LaGuardia 


and Hugh S. Johnson, the meeting 
is1 certain to be accepted as indica- 
tive of the spirit of the whole 
country, and to say that the im- 
pression given is an exaggerated 
one is putting the case mildly. 
What New Yorkers arc trying to 
do. wittingly or not. is to create 
a situation from which the whole 
country may have difficulty extri- 
cating; itself. 
The whole country 


must accept a certain amount of 


DEVELOPMENTS.. 


Developments came rapidly in 


the supreme court issue aC Wash- 
ington Monday. Senator Joe Rob- 
inson intimated that a constitu- 
tional amendment might be con- 
sidered after the president's pro- 
posals have been disposed of, indi- 
cating the first weakening in the 
ranks of those who would insist 
on the president's plan, and that 
only. 
Senator Wheeler, Montana 


democrat, said that those oppos- 
ing the presidential plan could 
agree upon a substitute quickly. 
He disputed administration state- 
ments that much time will be 
needed by the committee to form- 
ulate a report. Senator Wheeler 
made it plain that the administra- 
tion is playing for more time in 
this matter. The Norris plan was 
proposed and generally discussed. 


Senator Norris proposes a nine 


year term for federal judges, in- 
cluding supreme justices. This will 
provoke controversy. The original 
plan of life tenure was adopted 
that judges might be independent 
of all outside influences, and in 
the belief that insulation from ad- 
ministration 
and 
congressional 


pressure would enable them more 
perfectly to interpret the law. 
Much opposition may be looked 
for to this proposal. 


There will be less opposition to 


the Norris suggestion that court' 
decisions affecting the constitu- 
tionality of legislative acts must 
be concurred in by more Uian a 
two-thirds majority, to become ef- 
fective. 
That of course will en- 


counter opposition, but will be less 
strenuously opposed than the nine 
year term idea. 


It is not believed the adminis- 


tration ivlll accept m toto, prob- 
ably not in any part, the Norris 
proposal. There would be no pos- 
sibility of immediately changing 
the complexion of the court, as the 
nine year terms would begin on 
the date the act becomes effective. 
Senator Norris has indicated that 
if his proposals are not favorably 
acted upon, and no other compro- 
mise can be agreed upon, he will 
support the president's plan. Sen- 
ator Burke is still an implacable 
foe of the plan, and so far has 
not been moved by arguments or 
pressure. 
Net even a crudely 


drawn cartoon received in his mail, 
coming from Lincoln, the work of 
some anonymous artist, has moved 
him to change. The cartoon showed 
th<- senator hanged in effig~y. 


While Washington considers re- 


modeling the courts, opposition 


sentiment the country 
over te 


growing. However, more support 
for the president's proposal for 
enlarging the court* than was 
looked for is being heard. Much 
of it comes from administration 
sources. 


THE SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA. 


The ten years of the Lincoln 


Symphony orchestra have taken 
that organization thru the depres- 
sion, and as the season came to 
a close the patrons and sponsors 
of the organization have had the 
satisfaction of knowing that they 
have successfully battled against 
tremendous odds. 
Ten successive 


years of symphony concerts mean 
that the orchestra has become a 
part of the cultural life of the city. 
It may be expected to continue. 
The symphony is established as an 
integral portion of the winter ac- 
tivity of Lincoln.- 


Altho the project has been very 


successful in the matter of sales 
of tickets, the sales being limited 
by the size of the house available 
for the performance, the finances 
of ventures of this kind are usu- 
ally hazardous. 
The experience 


of symphonies in other cities, of 
grand opera companies and the 
like, is same. The revenue is never 
so great that the organization can 
become careless in its expend- 
itures. > 


Even tho the Lincoln orchestra's 


tenth season was one in which the 
house was sold out from the be- 
ginning, the season ends with but 
a small balance in the treasury. 
The fact that there is a balance is 
high tribute to the success of the 
venture. But it also indicates the 
importance of complete sale each 
year of the limited number 
qf 


tickets that can be offered. 


Part of the success of the or- 


chestra the last two seasons is 
due to the talented direction of 
Leo Kucinski, director of music at 
Morningside college, Sioux City, 
who has devoted much time and 
energy to the perfection of the 
Lincoln group. Mr. Kucinski's is 
largely a labor of love since the 
monetary 
reward 
he 
receives 


scarcely compensates him for the 
time and effort-fie devotes to the 
Lincoln project. 


It was with high,hopes for the 


future that the orchestra and a 
small group of friends met 
as 


guests of Mr. and Mrs. Kucinski 
after the final concert. No doubt 
is felt concerning the orchestra's 
future altho the matter of its suc- 
cess is not a matter of course. The 
members of the orchestra and its 
friends must again shoulder the 
responsibility to insure success for 
future seasons. 


FOOTNOTES. 


"The new policy for sports that 
the Johns Hopkins university has 
announced •will begin next October 
deserves the commendation and 
support of the public," observes 
the Baltimore Sun. "At one stroke 
it cuts straight thru all of the fa- 
miliar pious and usually befuddled 
talk about amateurism and pro- 
fessionalism m college athletics 
and goes straight to the heart of 
the matter—the 'gate.' 
Hopkins 
eliminates the gate. The univer- 
sity itself will finance its sports 
programs, it will open its games 
to the public free and 
it 
will 
neither pay nor give 'guarantees' 
to the teams of other schools with 
which it competes. 


"This is a thorogoing and un- 


compromising plan. It does not 
contemplate any curtailment in 
sports for students, but it does 
once and for all completely re- 
move them out of the category of 
commercial enterprises. The Hop- 
kins, of course, is in an excellent 
position to take this step. Its rec- 
ord in keeping its athletics well 
within all existing definitions of 
ams*eur sports is singularly clean, 
it has not for years 'overempha- 
sized' sports spectacles and as a 
consequence it has not, despite its 
high scholastic standing, attracted 
either the legions of embryonic 
stars that stampede public favor 
or invested the earnings of these 
luminaries 
in 
expensive sports 
plants. Other colleges might not 
find it so easy to deflate their ath- 
letics. 


"Yet it is clear that the new 
Hopkins policy is the only one 
which really and finally strikes 
at the issue of professionalism and 
its disguises. America loves spec- 
tacles and adores sports heroes. 
The colleges which provide them 
draw the crowds. But the specta- 
cles cost and so do the stars. Vast 
stadia, expensive coaches and their 
staffs, elaborate equipment and 
training and even many of the 
boys that 
do the jobs—money 


must be found foi them. The pub- 
lic pays, and gladly enough, too. 
The competition mounts as sched- 
ules grow more 'brilliant' and more 
difficult. So does the bill. And the 
dodges, excuses and squirmings in 
behalf of simon-pure amateurism 
become thinner and sillier as 'box 
office' becomes more and more im- 
portant. 


"None doubts that the condition 
exists, but hitherto few have been 
ready to admit that there were 
only two honest ways out, let alone 
take one of these ways. The one 
is frankly to professionalize sports, 
particularly tootball, seek out and 
pay the best material and try for 
still bigger profits. The other is 
eliminate 
the 'take,' the 'gate.' 


Hopkins has chosen the latter way, 
and certainly for an institution 
whose primary function is sup- 
posed to be the job gf education, 
it is the hotter way as it is the 
more heioic. Other colleges may 
find it impossible to follow Hop- 
kins' Jead or they may candidly 
avow they do not wish to follow 
it. But the lead is there. And 


i it is the first, and only, clear lead 
| that has yet been given in the 
' whole growingly vexatious prob- 
lem of the place of college sport*." 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
The farmer 
members 
of 
the 
legislature have always been class 
conscious when any bill indirectly 
affecting 
agriculture i» up for 
discusaion. It 
was in 
evidence 
again Monday when opposition de- 
veloped to a bill requiring itiner- 
ant truckers who engage In mer- 
chandising in competition with lo- 
cal coal dealers, grain elevators 
and fruit merchants to give bonds 
and pay a license 
fee. Farmer 


members said it would place a 
handicap on agriculture by inter- 
fering with the free movement of 
commodities. The bill was asked 
for by small town dealers who say 
they are being put out of business, 
and has been a matter of much 
discussion in trade circles for sev- 
eral years. 


On the plea that it would com- 
pel a farmer to get a permit to 
carry a firearm if he wanted to 
kill a skunk, the farmer members 
of the legislature massed 
their 
vote and killed a bill 
requiring 
everybody carrying a gun to have 
such a permit. The measure was 
asked for by the law enforcement 
officers of the state, and was ex- 
pected to make it more difficult 
for the gangsters to secure arms, 
particularly machine and sub-ma- 
chine guns. The bill went thru 
committee of the wholes but was 
slaughtered when it reached the 
next barrier. Every time such a 
measure has been 
debated 
the 
argument has been brought for- 
ward that it will result in the dis- 
arming of the citizen without halt- 
all the citizen and the gangster 
altho the chief requirement is that 
all the citizens and the gangster 
are asked to do is to secure a 
permit- The citizen cam get his 
easily; the gangster cannot. 


George O'Malley, internal rev- 
enue collector for Nebraska, re- 
ports that he has never seen such 
a rush of income taxpayers as has 
been on for the last few weeks. 
Most persons wait until the last 
week or so before giving up part 
of their savings to* the govern- 
ment, and this habit forces each 
year the condition set out, as well 
as compelling the employment of 
extra men to handle the returns. A 
system that would call for regional 
districts with different delinquent 
dates has 
been 
suggested, 
but 
never adopted. 


The city counciVwill soon go into 


liquor license sessions. It has' 30 
applications on -file. An important 
announcement is made by Mayor 
Bryan. It is that applicants for 
permits to sell outside the patrolled 
area of the city will be denied:

With 
a slate made up of experienced 
men the selection will be made 
easier. 


If this gasoline war 
continues 


some of the weaker stations are 
sure to be weeded out. When busi- 
ness must be conducted at a lower 
profit those stations disposing of 
light volumes daily will be hard 
hit. 


The supreme court, by a four to 
three decision, holds with a life in- 
surance company in its interpreta- 
tion of a disability rider on a pol- 
icy, as against a lawyer.

chief executive dictator in fact if 
not in name.

Bed, Board and Bounce. 


Eastern orthopedic surgeon who 
reads this column says the teach- 
ing's he finds here are sound and 
especially teachings about posture. 
Such casual approval by a man of 
high standing outweighs scores of 
backhanded slaps from the fac- 
similie brass specialists of Yankee- 
land. 
The orthopedist—but what is .an 
orthopedist? 
One who practices 
orthopedics. 
Orthopedics is 
a 
branch of surgery which has to do 
with the treatment of diseases 
of thes pine, bones, joints and cor- 
rection of deformities. Originally 
the word orthopedic meant straight 
child, but this field of practice 
includes adult deformities as well. 
The orthopedist cites the expe- 
riences of a patient, a woman aged 
72 years who suffered with severe 
arthritis of the upper part of spine 
with secondary left-sided brachial 
neuritis—neuritis in arm. She was 
puzzled because when lying in 
bed at night she was unable to 
change her position, whereas when 
she rested across the bed in the 
afternoon she had no , trouble in 
turning over and arising at any 
time. 
The orthopedist perceived 
the reason for that. The mattress 
sagged when lain upon length- 
wise, but not when lain upon cros.s- 
wise. At least the patient's pos- 
ture was less disturbed when she 
lay crosswise on the bed. 
The 
doctor had fracture boards placed 
across the bed underneath1 the mat- 
tress, to prevent sagging, and that 
made the patient independent of 
her sister's help during the night. 
He offers this observation which 
should be of practical value for 
many invalids or near invalids, as 
well as folk whose sleeping equip- 
ment is poor—and what a vast 
number of people drag along with 
faulty sleeping equipment just be- 
cause they are more or less inured 
to the discomfort of the old bed! 
"I have learned by experience 
that a firm spring or, better, no 
bedspring whatever, is helpful in 
many conditions of bodily infirm- 
ity. The rigid bed is fully as use- 
ful as a health measure since it 
makes possible a better posture 
during sleep and thus favors the 
normal functioning of important 
bodily organs. I used to sympa- 
thize with my fracture patients 
•who objected to a fracture board, 
but after trying one myself I would 
not willingly return to an ordi- 
nary bed and I should particularly 
dislike to use -the present day in- 
ner spring type of mattress. Many 
people have to wake up to change 
their position when sleeping on 
such yielding beds." 


By fracture board is meant a 
broad flat board placed crosswise 
on the bed rails under the mat- 
tress, to prevent sagging of the 
bed. . 
It is well to remember that a 
normal person changes position 
many times in the course of a. 
night's sleep, without waking. 
Sagging beds have a good deal 
to do with discomfort and disabil- 
ity in such conditions as lum- 
bago, sciatica and sacro-iliac re- 
laxation or strain.

Growing Importance as Mar- 


keting Agent Is Told to 


Creamery Delegates. 


Believing that the growth and 
increased usefulness of the agri- 
cultural producer and marketing 
co-operatives in this country is 
definitely assured, George E. Far- 
rell, director of the -western divi- 
sion of the AAA, told members 
attending the eleventh annual con- 
vention of the Nebraska Co-opera- 
tiye Creameries, Inc. Tuesday on 
the agricultural 
college campus 
that in 1936 105 large scale agri- 
cultural co-operatives did a pur- 
chasing business of more than 
$152,000,000. Products most pur- 
chased thru these agencies were 
feed, which was in first place, with 
oil and petroleum products second. 
"Ingenuity, or lack of it, in 
meeting competition is what makes 
or breaks co-operatives," said Mr, 
Farrell. "The general trend in this 
country is for merchandising units 
to grow larger rather than smal- 
ler, and therefore the association 
that is able to deliver the com- 
modity in any quantity is likely 
to be the one which is most suc- 
cessful.'" He listed several require- 
ments for successful co-operative 
agencies: 


A co-operative must hsve a sufficient 
volume of business 
It must have adequate capital 
Another prime requisite is efficient man- 
agement. 
It is equally necessary that modern co- 
operatives sell a high quality product. 
Any co-operative to be successful must 
have the wholehearted backing of a loyal 
membership, and the basis of loyaltv m 
any association of fanners is an intelli- 
gent understanding: of the problem. 
Mr. Farrell in his position as an 
AAA representative predicted that 
there will be 80 million acres of 
wheat in. the country this year, 
•which is an all time high. In his 
opinion there will be less than 100 
million acres of corn. The wheat 
acreage shows a sizeable gain 
while the number of acres given 
over to corn remains about the 
same as a year ago. Winter wheat 
has come thru the winter in fairly 
good condition, he says, except in 
the western plains region. He also 
believes a crop insurance bill will 
probably be passed, if the hearings 
are any indication. 


Discusses Eastern Market. 


The importance of the New York 
market to Nebraska co-operative 
creameries was discussed by Prof. 
E. L. Reichart of the dairy hus- 
bandry department of the univer- 
sity at the afternoon session. He 
told delegates that a good deal of 
the butter in Nebraska as well as 
milk and cream are bought from 
the farmer on the basis of prices 
established in the terminal mark- 
ets, thus the importance of noting 
the daily quotations issued by 
these markets. He stressed the 
importance of maintaining mark- 
ets, the quotations of which are 


used the country over, with suffi- 
cient volume to make the price 
established there representative of 
the products handled. 


Dean Burr of the agricultural 
college welcomed the 100 men at 
:he opening session. Other ad- 
dresses during the day were given 
by W. F. Schilling, a former mem- 
ber of the farm board from Minne- 
sota who spoke on "Stream lined 
co-operation," 
and 
George W. 
O'Malley, collector of internal rev- 
enue, Omaha, whose topic was 
"Social Security." Mr. Schilling 
described the workings of the Twin 
Cities co-operative of which he 
was president for 11 years. 
Feature of the day's 
program 
was the buter scoring contest and 
demonstration under the direction 
of O. A. Storvick and A. E. Hoff- 
man, Twenty-five samples of but- 
ter were submitted by various co- 
operative creameries in the state. 
Winners will be selected by O. A. 
Storvick, Albert Lee, Minn.; Mr. 
Hoffman, Oak Park, HI., and Prof. 
P. A. Downs of the dairy hus- 
bandry department. Winners will 
be announced at the evening ban- 
quet at the Cornhusker. 
Sessions 
Wednesday will be held at the 
Cornhusker, with the business ses- 
sion scheduled to get under way at 
9 a. m. followed by the president's 
report and the election of two di- 
rectors.

Lloyd C. Way, county resettle- 
ment supervisor, sent a letter to 
the commissioners in which he 
stated that at the present date the 
supervisor's office is handling 373 
cases and paying out §6,775 a 
month.

Way said that his

This they said would be

merely to insure that the court be 
"kept abreast of modern needs." 
Green declared that: 
1. The 
supreme 
court 
had 
lagged in the application of new 
methods of approach and scien- 
tific data to social and economic 
problems. 
2. The court is out of touch 
with the "realities 
of 
current 
life." 
3. Periodic appointment of new 
men to the supreme court would 
correct this situation 
4. Labor "is quite willing to 
take its chance" with supreme 
court interpretation of legislation 
if the court is reconstructed with 
"men who come from close asso- 
ciation with their fellow-men." 


Green said, "It isn't that we 
want to change the authority or 
the power that is conferred on the 
supreme court. 
"We think that •with continua- 
tion of the rule of changing the 
supreme court personnel thru the 
retired bill you recently passed, we 
will not have a static court. 


"New 
men coming in, I believe 
will understand the application of 
our organic law to the social needs 
of the day. A new congress comes 
in every two years, and we wanl 
to apply the same rule of ne\v 
blood to the court " 
Green called attention of the 
senate committee to the "new 
method of approach 
and 
the 


scientific data" which have in 
many 
instances 
"brought 
the 
courts to a better appreciation of 
existing social needs and to a 
clearer conception of the neces- 
sity for readjusting old motions 
of individual freedom and individ- 
ual control of private property." 


Hutcheson Objects. 


The committee revealed a split 
among leaders of the federation 
over the judiciary program. 
Senator Van Nuys submitted a 
letter from William Hutcheson 
president of the powerful federa- 
tion carpenters' union, opposing 
the court proposal. 
Green reolied that he was pre- 
senting the opinion of the federa- 
tion's executive council which lie 
said he • believed coincided 
with 
that of "90 percent of the mem- 
bers of the A. F. of L." 
Hutcheson's letter said that it 


would be "one of the most de- 
vastating errors ever committee 
by congress to pack the supreme 
court xvith six new members."

napolis and was sent abroad for 
Turther studies. 


The feat which is most associ- 
ated with his name occurred while 
the Americans were blockading the 
Spanish fleet in Santiago harbor, 
Cuba.

as approved by the committee, 
as well as the committee of the 
whole, had, for its purpose to 
qualify state banks as depositories 
of federal government funds, with 
the same privilege as they now 
have with regard to state and 
other public funds deposited, "that 


is, to have the right to pledge 
assets in lieu of a bond "for safe- 
keeping. 
"While the bill was pending on 
the select file and just before its 
final passage," says the governor, 
"amendment was attached which 
eliminated such state banks as are 
not members of the federal deposit 
insurance corporation by denying 
to them the right to pledge assets 
for federal deposits. It is my 
recommendation that this amend- 
ment be eliminated before the 
legislature adjourns by the" passage 
of another act. Not to do so, will 
be to discriminate against si3ity 
state banks in Nebraska." 
The amendment to the bill which 
the governor desires stricken ^out 
reads: "And provided further, the 
depositories of the public moneys 
or other funds of the United States 
or any agency of the United States 
may be permitted or allowed to 
secure said moneys of said funds 
by a pledge of the assets of said 
depositories in lieu of a bond for 
safekeeping only if its deposits are 
protected by the insurance afforded 
to depositors m banks thru the 
federal insurance corporation, as 
provided in section 1, chapter 140, 
session laws of Nebraska, 1935."

Jurchase of corporate stocks, bonds or 
other securities shall be in writing. Passed 
32 to 9. 
Two of the 12 bills carded for 
third reading were recommitted 
for specific amendment. 
One of 
these, Bill No. 129, by Murphy, 
defines persons qualified to vote 
on irrigation matters. 
Senator 


Murphy redirected the bill back 
for an amendment to clarify the 
right to sell property where dis- 
tricts purchase at tax sale. The 
other recommittment was of 83, 
by Slepicka, increasing maximum 
salary of village marshals from 
$25 to §50 per month and over- 
seer of streets to $600 per year.

Discuss Waterways. 


Former Gov. Arthur J. Weaver, 


Eor many years actively interested 
in the problem of transportation 
and the waterways problem; prom- 
inent in the circles of the Missis- 
sippi Valley association with its 
23 states, presented Lachlan Mac- 
leay, executive vice president of 
the association, who discussed ac- 
complishments and aims for the 
development of commerce, indus- 
try and agriculture by means of 
waterway transportation. 
Nebraska, he said, is among val- 


ley states failing to make notice- 
able population growth over a 
period of years. 
This state, he 
pointed out, has but 26 people to 
the square mile, as compared with 
225 to 300 in eastern states. 
"Population is drifting to the 


deep water rim," 
he said. He 
added that population follows in- 
dustry and that Nebraska is far 
behind in an industrial way, with 
value of its manufactured articles 
reaching a total of but $194,- 
000,000. 


"And 
the cause is high cost of 
distribution," he said. "Normal rail 
rates in this territory are 25 to 
50 percent higher than in eastern 
states, yet the cost of furnishing 
transportation here is only 10 per- 
cent higher. The reason the east 
has the benefit of low cost trans- 
portation is water. The American 
wheat farmer, stock grower, corn 
grower and manufacturer of this 
section 
is 
being discriminated 
against." 
He pointed out that the valley 
section has 9,000 miles of river of 
which 6,000 miles are now being 
made navigable.' The government, 
he said, has spent $482,000,000 on 
this type of navigation since 1802. 
The Missouri river system, he 
added, has been completed to Kan- 
sas City with 
a 
channel 
into 
Omaha certain by next year. He 
quoted rail rates and water rates 
to show savings offered by the 
latter where water transportation 
is available.

The bill suggests a $15,000 ap- 
propriation for the biennium to 
cover actual expenses. 
Senator 
Thomas' idea is to have unsalaried 
public spirited citizens named to 
perform an exhaustive survey and 
report back to the 1939 session. 
"Government activities the past 
few years," Thomas told the com- 
mittee, "have been increasing by 
leaps and bounds. We are going 
crazy on government and if we 
continue at the rate we are going 
the new capitol will call for an 
addition It is imperative that we 
simplify government and reduce 
its cost. By eliminating non-gov- 
ernmental activities perhaps we 
could maintain strictly govern- 
mental matters at much less cost. 
We should meet obligations such 
as education and old age assist- 
ance. This does not and should not 
preclude 
curtailment 
elsewhere 
along the line." 
He stressed the point that some 
definite- plan 
for 
co-ordinating 
existing agencies, with reduction in 
number of officials and employes, 
should accomplish 
something in 
way of administrative and finan- 
cial reform. Senator Thomas has 
ten introducers with him on the 
bill. 


•» 
Hand on Throttle. 


John N. Norton enjoyed a field 
day before the government com- 
mittee of which he is a member. 
They voted to report out his 306, 
providing for reference and" review 
of all legislative -bills, heard the 
lone outcry of John Peterson 
against similar action on 394, Nor- 
ton's measure setting up the pins 
for annual legislative sessions, if 
it be the desire of members, and 
aparently were ready to act fa- 
vorably on 395, 
his 
legislative 
council bill when he halted them. 
He had to speak twice to halt 
motion to advance, explaining that 
he desires to prepare an admend- 
ment. The committee bundled up 
its 22 or 23 remaining bills and set 
them for three 
hearings. 
This 
cleans the platter. 
Next to ju- 
diciary, government received more 
bills than any standing committee. 
Norton's 306 speaks for itself. 
It calls for constitutional review 
of bills in the early stages, even, 
in cases, before they are printed 
solely for the purpose of avoiding 
so many errors and pitfalls which 
have been apparent in past ses- 
sions. 
His bill providing for 
annual 
legislative sessions, not, however, 
mandatory, gives to the legisla- 
ture power to keep a hand on the 
throttle thruout the biennium. As 
explained by Senator Norton it 
supplements the power of the gov- 
ernor to call special sessions. In 
the latter event only such matters 
as the governor includes in his 
call may be included. Where tne 
legislture calls its own session it 
may consider whatever pleases it. 
The measure provides that in 
even years there shall be sessions 
unless a majority of the member- 
ship vetoes the idea, Norton said 
the idea may be reversed: No even 
year session unless a majority of 
the members ask for it. Since they 
will receive no additional pay he 
assumes that they will not vote to 
meet unless there is need for it. 


Council 
Connection. 


The introducer explained, how- 
ever, that, in his opinion, -If the 
legislative council is approved it 
eventually •will be found desirable 
to meet regularly once a year. The 
council bill, as presented, calls for 
appointment of ten members by 
the speaker with the consent of 
the committee on committees, two 
members from each congressional 
district. He has in mind an amend- 
ment which would call for nomina- 
tion of two members from each 
district by the membership from 
the districts voting separately, in 
exactly the same manner as the 
committee 
on 
committees 
is 
chosen. 
The legislative council is sug- 
gested as a key committee for the 
legislature, conducting studies and 
surveys relative to major subjects 
— a fact-finding group to give to 
the parent body foundation data 
which may eliminate "spur of the 
moment" votes. 


All told, .this government com- 
mittee, during a snappy afternoon, 
reported out six and killed four 
bills. List of the deceased:

Fire Protection. 


Fay Wood, Sewai-d, president of 
the Nebraska Volunteer Firemen's 
association,-' and Rev. Walter C. 
Rundin, past president and now 
chaplain of the organization, ap- 
peared 
before the 
government 
jommittee to ucge enactment of 
legislation uniting towns and rural 
territory in a fire protection way 
by enabling them to join in pur- 
chase of equipment. Two bills, one 
by Senator Cady, before the gov- 
ernment committee, and another, 
by Carl Peterson, before revenue, 
cover much the same subject mat- 
ter, yet it was explained that per- 
haps the two may be combined to 
advantage. With this thought in 
view, government Is sending out 
257, Cady bill, with recommenda- 
tion that It be re-referred to rev- 
enue which is expected to take up 
the Peterson bill this week. 
Both bills provide for a maxi- 
mum levy of one-tenth mill on 
taxable property within the area 
which may be set aside as a pro- 
tected area if the people want it 
so protected. 
Judiciary voteft favorably on the 
following bills: 


208, 
by Thomas, providing that where 
settlements are made of suits upon death 
claims Judgment shall bi satisfied by the 
Judge of court who appointed lagal rep- 
resentative when reported ana passed on 
and distribution ordered to persons en- 
titled.

by Thomas, providing that state 
may be sued in actions to determine its 
nterests in real estate with service of 
attorney general and county attorney. Two 
bills covering the same subject matter 
killed 


Defers Teachers' Pension. 


Chairman Schultz and the com- 
mittee on education spent so much 
time hearing supporters of a new 
certification bill for teachers that 
it found no'time to deliberate and 
act upon the teachers' retirement 
or pension bill. It was a subject 
barely mentioned and then de- 
ferred for one week. It is under- 
stood the committee is in grave 
doubt about the advisability of 
trying to report It for the general 
file.The tenure of teachers' contract 
with school boards, bill 212, was 
discussed informally and doubt 
about its safety is felt by support- 
ers. Nuernberger said he had no 
objection to amendments proposed, 
but the committee took no action. 
It is proposed that in rural dis- 
tricts all board members should 
vote on teachers but if only two 
members are qualified to vote two 
may elect teachers. In cities it is 
proposed that if the board stands 
3 to 3 the teacher is not elected, 
that it should require four to dis- 
charge a teacher. 
The committee voted to place 
bill 201 on general file. This bill 
requires the state normal board 
to bond presidents of the four 
normal schools for $15,000. Fred 
Andersen, comptroller of the nor- 
mal board, told the committee 
the board opposes the bill, that 
the board has been requiring its 
school presidents to give bond for 
$15,000 without a law and is now 
requiring a bond of $8,000 from 
its school bursars, but there is no 
law for it and the board feels 
that the bill making it compulsory 
upon the board to bond its school 
presidents is taking discretionary 
power from the board. 
He said the bonding company 


which furnishes a bond for the 
Kearney normal school presidents 
is the only outside force that 
seems to be back of the law. The 
board said it interferes in that 
it does not permit the board to call 
for a reduced bond at times when 
there is little money being handled 
by its normal officers. Andersen 
said the bill was introduced at the 
request of Attorney Tye of Kear- 
ney, acting for a bonding company. 
Roy Johnson, member of the 
legislative 
committee, said 
the 
agent of the company does not 
want to be obliged to go to the

He 
said the present law permits the 
university teachers college and the 
lormal board to certify their own 
teachers and that denominational 
colleges have their teachers certi- 
fied after the state superintendent 
satisfies himself that their institu- 
ions are up to standard. 
It was admitted that the bill 
makes some slight changes in 
qualifications of teachers but in

NORTHEAST COUNTIES

Farmers Can't Get Seed and 


Feed Loans to Start 


New Crop Year. 


- NORFOLK, Neb. UP). Approxi- 
mately 650 farms in five northeaat 
Nebraska 
counties, 
representing 


104,000 acres, are still without ten- 
ants for 1937 mainly because farm- 
ers are unable to finance seed and 
feed loans, according to a survey. 
In Knox county there are between 
125 and 150 vacant farms: 
in 


Eoone county about 100; in Cedar 
about 125, while Wayne county 
has between 20 and 30 untenanted 
farms and Madison county approx- 
imately 20. The average is t!60. 
Persons in close touch with the 


farmer's lot in each of these coun- 
ties, when asked causes for the 
vacant farms, said the major rea- 
son is inability of farmers to get 
Money for crop, operations and for 
feed to carry their livestock thru 
winter months. 


In addition a number of farm- 
ers have said they would not farm 
the places on which they live this 
spring unless they can get seed 
loans. The survey revealed there 
are a number of young men who 
would like to start farming but 
SO far have not been able to get 
-financial assistance.

As the only income of 


many landlords is rental from their 
farms, they refuse to sign waivers. 


Business men in northeast Ne- 
braska, as well as farm leaders, 
are gravely concerned over the 
untenanted farm .situation in their 
localities. Meetings are being held 
to see if something can't be done 
so farmers can finance crop oper- 
ations this spring. 
The majority of farmers who 


held sales in recent months and 
moved off farms left northeast Ne- 
braska for other places. Last fall 
and winter there was a general ex- 
odus to Idaho, Washington and 
Oregon, while some farmers moved 
to nearby towns ecause they were 
unable to feed stock thru the win- 
ter. 
Several In Madison county 


went to eastern states to engage 
in truck gardening and fruit rais- 
ing. 


In Cedar county there are one 
to three farms vacant in every 
precinct. 


Wayne county farm leaders esti- 


mate about 600 farmers will need 
aid of some sort in that county 
this spring, and more than half 
that number will need aid in addi- 
tion to feed and seed loans. 
In 


practiqally every northeast , Ne- 
braska county there are several, 
hundred farmers who must 
be 


given help if they are to get crops 
planted.

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Death Rate ot Infants 


Blamed on Neglect 


Copeland Warns Parents to Guard Babies 


Against Common Ailments 


By BOYAX, S. COPELAND, ML u.

STATISTICS ARE often mis- 


leading. But they serve as a guide 
toward better plans for escaping 
certain infections and the compli- 
cations of disease. 


A recent magazine article called 


renewed attention to the death rate 
among infants. The writer reminds 
us that approximately one hundred 
and thirty thousand babies will die 
in the United States during 1937. 
They will not survive the first year 
of their lives. 
A large number of these deaths 


could be prevented. If parents 
were informed of the many pitfalls 
that confront the infant, much 
might be done to promote safety. 


These figures are based on what 


has been the trend in recent years. 
It is estimated that ir the coming 
year about 25,000 children under 
15 years of age will probably die 
from pneumonia. Another 20,000 
will be carried away by tuberculo- 
sis, whooping cough, measles and 
-scarlet fever. 


Many Preventable 


These figures are distressing. The 


worst thing about the matter is 
that many of these fatal diseases 


- are preventable; in many instances 


the seripus complications can be 
avoided. Unfortunately, we con- 
tinue to be careless about the so- 
called "simple diseases" of child- 
hood. Too many mothers rely upon 
•home methods of treatment; they 
call for expiirt aid only after sen- 
ous damage has occurred. 


No one can doubt that immediate 


medical attention in the diseases 
of childhood will greatly lessen the 
clangers of such infections. Keep- 
Ing the patients away from others 
of the family, especially'from other 


- children, will curb the spread of 
^disease and materially reduce the 
»*ommon danger.

Encouraging; Report 


In & recent health report, the 


commissioner of health of New 
York City stated that in 1936 the 
deaths caused by diphtheria were 
half as many as in former years. 
In 1936 there were only 37 deaths 
in the great city. Considering its 
large population, about seven mil- 
lions, this is indeed gratifying. 


Unfortunately, there are many 


communities where these protective 
measures are not enforced. There 
the deaths are far too many. The 
prevention of other ailments would 
be just as satisfactory if the public 
would live up to our present knowl- 
edge of these diseases.

If this were 1604 and you were 


living in Germany, you might lean 
across the dinner table this eve- 
ning and comment on the splendid 
new - history book just published 
by Ben Johan -Jansen. If you had 
a copy of it, you would probably 
point out the fine leather binding 
and the excellent engravings on 
the title page. And, some 333 years 
later, a newspaperman in Lincoln, 
Neb., XT. S. A., would heft the vol- 
ume and comment on the fact that 
its leather binding is still in good 
condition, considering 
between. 
the years 


The central volume in the group 


above is the tome in question, of 
course. This book and the four 
others shown all belong to Peter 
Wolf, who obtained them in Ger- 
many in 1929 on his first trip back 
to the Fatherland 
after having 


worked in The-Journal's book bind- 
ery for more than a. quarter of a 
century. The volumes are part of 
the residue of a book shop which 
was operated by one of Mr. Wolf's 
relatives. The book shop, says Mr. 
Wolf, had gone "kerplung," and he 
was offered his choice of the vol- 
umes which remained. 


History of Wars. 


The largest book is a history of 


wars, written in Germany. 
As a 
glance at the photostatic reproduc- 
tion of its title page will show, it 
was printed at Arnheim. The pic- 
tures around the edges of the page 
show various phases" of military 
life of the times. There is an in- 
teresting error in the date. 
It 
reads MCDIUI, or 1404, but that 
was before the time of printing, 
and other dates in. the book indi- 
cate that it should have been 
MDCim, 1604. 


Tho there are probably a num- 
ber of older and rarer books in 
Lincoln, each of these is interest- 
ing. That little one, for example, 
No. 6 in the layout. Freely trans- 
lated by Prof. Michael S. Ginsburg 
of the University 
of 
Nebraska 
classics department, the title page 
begins, "Handbook of Christian 
warfare, preparing in a perfect 
way for the new life which is in 
Jesus Christ. Most useful and in- 
dispensible to all faithful, particu- 
larly for the clergy." The volume 
was written by John Justus of the 
Carthusian Order and was both 
printed and subsidized in 1666 by 
William Friess "with the authori- 
zation of the superior clergy" in 
Trankgasse, a street in Cologne of- 
ficially known as St. Gabriel the 
Archangel. 
One of the most interesting of 
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the volumes is No. 4, which is a 
book about a German war, trans- 
lated into Latin from the Span- 
ish, "together with seven books 
about the same German war by 
Lambertua Hortensius Montfort, 
the most prominent historian, pre- 
pared some time ago for the most 
venerable senators of the Repub- 
lic of Daventry, now again re- 
vised for the present use in this 
portable shape with an introduc- 
tion for the reader of this edition, 
and with notes." The fore part of 
the book is written by "the most 
prominent man, Don Luis Aba- 
Vila and Zunniga, the military pre- 
fect of Alcantara" and translated 
into Latin by William Malinaeus 
of Bruges." The book, printed in

1620, concerns "the German war 
waged by Charles V, the great 
emperor" and is illustrated. 


Directions for Priests. 


No. 5, says Prof. Ginsburg, is 
a sort of book of directions for 
priests, "treating saintly subjects 
in a saintly way, containing chosen 
explanations of the entire sacri- 
ficial mission." It is recommended, 
so says the title, by St. Augustine. 
"A few exercises concerning the 
approach to the altar and the re- 
treat and other things for the* con- 
venience of priests are added." 
Christian Pistor, "parochial pastor 
in the parochial church at Ehren- 
breitenstein, former alumnus of 
the archbishop's seminars of St. 
Lambert at Trier," is the author. 


This volume, printed in 1756 by 
Knoch & Eslinger at Frankfort 
am Main, is the youngest of the 
group. 


No. 3, a book on canon law, has 
the briefest title page. Printed in 
1672 at Cologne by the "publish- 
ing house of the widow of An- 
dreas Bingius," the book is a re- 
vised edition. Its title page reads, 
"Questions of canon law explained 
and commentated by the promin- 
ent man, Valerius Andreas Dessel- 
ius, royal professor at the acad- 
emy of Louvain, according to the 
order of books and chapters in the 
Decretalia of Pope Gregory IX." 
The Decretalia, Prof. Ginsburg ex- 
plains, is a collection of decisions. 


Varied Bindings. 
A word about the bindings. The 
ponderous German history has 
thick boards covered with sturdy 
brown leather that is worn and 
scuffed but seems to have many 
years of wear still in its ancient 
surface. One of the most interest- 
ing- bindings is that of the book at 
the left of the central picture. This 
is the one printed in 1756. 
The 
flowery design is printed on cov- 
ers that look like nothing so much 
as wall paper. 
Whether or not 
it has been rebound, Mr. Wolf 
does not know. The other three 
books are bound in vellum and 
are in remarkably good condition. 
The bottom one of the two in front 
of the big German volume has evi- 
dently been rebound, for stained 
on its back is the date, 1734, which 
is 114 years after it was printed.

OMAHA. (UP). Honest John T. 


Yates, 81, "grand 
old man" of 
American fraternal societies, has 
resigned as sovereign secretary of 
the Woodmen of the World, a post 
he had held continuously since 
1901.He will be succeeded by Farrar 
Newberry, former professor of his- 
toi-y at the University of Arkansas. 
Newberry has been in Woodmen 
work for 22 years. 
Yatcs is the only living founder 


of the Woodmen order. 
During 


his tenure of office he has handled 
more than half a billion dollars 
without the loss of a single dollar, 
either thru lack of fidelity or banU 
failure, his associates said. The 


order was founded in 1890. Upon 
retiring he was made 
secretary 
emeritus 
by National 
President 
Bradshaw.

SOME CRIME GAINS. 


WASHINGTON. UP). Crime re- 
ports sent to the justice depart- 
ment from 
74 cities showed a 


marked increase in negligent man- 
slaughter, rape and assault with 
intent to kill during 1936. Negli- 
gent manslaughter cases totaled 
1,021;-rape 1,682, and aggravated 
assaults 11,667. There were fewer 
murders in the 74 cities and fewer 
cases of robbery, burglary and 
auto thefts. 


PAY OWN EXPENSES. 


WASHINGTON. UP). Witnesses 
before the senate judiciary com- 
mittee on the Roosevelt court bill 
are paying their own expenses. 
The committee has no authority 
to pay expenses of those coming 
to Washington to testify. Chair- 
man 
Ashurst 
(d., Ariz.), said 
scores of applicants had changed 
their minds when informed their 
expenses would not be paid. 


CLOSE LIQUOR PLACE. 
Roy R. Lubbers, South Sioux 
City liquor dealer, failed to ap- 
pear before the Nebraska liquor 
commission Monday to show cause 
why his license should not be re- 
voked and the commission imme- 
diately ordered his establishment 
closed. Chairman Gass said Lub- 
bers was cited for "several viola- 
tions of the liquor law, including 
Sunday and after hour sales." The 
license was'revoked.

SIMMONS OPPOSES 


Says Control of 
Cosmopol- 


itan by Insurance Depart- 


ment, Is Necessary. 


The causes for placing of the 
cosmopolitan Old Line Life In- 
surance company under supervi- 
sion of the state insurance de- 
partment on Dec. 12, have not 
seen removed but have been ag- 
gravated since that date by liti- 
jation, R. G. Simmons, for the 
company and appearing upon re- 
quest of the department, declared 
in answer to Attorney Craven in 
District Judge Frost's court Mon- 
day in the suit of intervenors to 
have the company returned to the 
policyholders. 
Simmons said the company was 
not taken over 
because of 
al- 
leged insolvency but because a 
judgment had been obtained for 
$191,300 in the Whaley suit against 
the company and Matthews and 
on this account conditions had 
arisen that made it hazardous to 
the policyholders, and creditors of 
the company for it to operate. He 
said that the cause of the trouble 
has not been remedied. Matthews 
has appealed to the supreme court 
and it depends on the outcome 
how the financial condition of the 
company will be affected, as to the 
transfer on its own books. 


XTndei—the decree the amount 
was to be transferred or paid to 
the credit of the policyholders. 
Simmons denied that the former 
directors or some of them have 
been in charge since the court en- 
joined them. He said Jack Mat- 
thews, president, has continued to 
have keys to his own office. He 
offered to give them up. but Di- 
rector Smrha said he might keep 
them. He had some of his own 
personal belongings in the office. 
He said that Oliver Demars was 
employed and also Otto Gross un- 
der the direction of Smrha and 
paid by him. He also said Mat- 
thews told employes right after 
the department took over the com- 
pany that the department was in 
charge and that they should no 
longer look to him for instructions. 
Simmons said the litigation over 
the company would have cost the 
company $30,000 by the time the 
suit is finished and the policy- 
holders had not benefited a nickel. 
John S. Logan, attorney for the 
department, 
devoted his 
time 
mainly to an argument to strike 
the petition of 
intervention 
of 
Craven's clients from the record. 
He claimed they had no right to 
intervene. Logan also objected to 
the making of new . parties de- 
fendant, this issue and the motion 
to strike the petition of interven- 
tion being the two issues argued 
Monday. He said if. the officers 
had not obeyed the injunction the 
court could cite them and take 
whatever action was necessary. He 
claimed the petition of intervention 
attempted to raise new issues. 
Attorney Bernard Gradwohl said 
that Harold Holloway ought not 
be made a defendant as asktd in 
the petition of intervention. He 
said it would broaden the scope 
of the case. Craven claimed that 
the department was trying to keep 
him irom intervening and 
also 
wanted to dictate as to whom he 
should sue. He said the policy- 
holders are the owners of a mutual 
company arid any of them had a 
right to intervene in the action 
between Smrha and the company. 
Briefs will be submitted by the 
parties within the next ten days.

H. F. Martin, Fremont, president 
of Midland, was elected second vice 
president and Rev. Walter C. Run- 
din, Wahoo, secretary. 
Addressing a public luncheon at 
the First Christian church, the 
new president decried "an alarm- 
ing trend toward a paralyzing in- 
difference." There are many evi- 
dences of a social, economic • and 
moral revolt against anything that 
"The usual response to an inspir- 
smaeks of restraint," he asserted, 
ing address is a polite yawn be- 
hind a well g!oved hand." 
As means of securing for the 
anti-liquor movement support of 
the united Christian forces, Rev. 
Mr. Kingsley suggested enlisting 
in a "constructive" 
educational 
program the denominational lead- 
ers, the pastors of all churches and 
the rank and file of laymen. 
His talk followed an illustrated 
discussion of visual education con- 
cerning alcohol in the public school 
by M. C. Lefler, 
superintendent 


of Lincoln schools. At the board 
meeting following the 
luncheon, 
reports of the superintendent and 
other officers and of committees 
were heard. 
Superintendent Herbert B. Ford 


declared that two years after re- 
peal is insufficient time to assem- 
ble a legislative body that will 
show much aggressive leadership 
against 
liquor. 
"The 
general 
ability of the present unicamera] 
is high," he said, "but the body 
is characterized by caution and 
timidity. A feeling prevails that 
their chief task is to perfect a 
smooth piece of legislative ma- 
chinery, do as little disturbing of 
existing laws as possible and then 
go home. Killing- bills rather than 
passing them seems to be the 
chief sport." 
Mr. Ford reported a 38 percent 
increase in cash income during the 
year. 
He declared the year has 


been marked by a further increase 
in public disappointment and dis- 
gust at the aftermath of repeal. 
In the resolutions the 'trustees 
urged 
extension 
of local 
and 
county option and complimented 
the governor and legislators for 
"refusing to sanction the attempts 
to weaken local option."' They also 
asked provisions for Sunday and 
8 o'clock closing and prohibition of 
road-houses and liquor advertising. 
They urged congressmen to sup- 
port the Capper bill to prohibit 
interstate liquor advertising. 
Besides legislative action, the 
board sounded a call for a "re- 
vival of scientific and moral in- 
struction, in home, school and 
church, to promote total abstin- 
ence as a. personal benefit and a 
civic duty and challenged the 
Christian forces to a "new unity," 
in which faith, courage, organiza- 
tion and financial support shall 
again be enlisted for the final 
battle to outlaw liquor and drive it 
out to stay out." 


A special policy and program 


committee, recommended in "the 
superintendent's report, was voted 
to lay plans for enlarging and 
intensifying the program. It will 
be appointed by the new presi- 
dent.

BAN ON DOWNTOWN 


GARAGES PROTESTED 


Attorney Says Proposal Is 


Unfair and Asks for 


Further Hearing. 


Objection to a proposed amend- 
ment to the 
zoning ordinance 
which would prohibit auto repair 
garages, service and filling sta- 
tions in a prescribed downtown 
district was offered before 
the 
city council Monday afternoon by 
Attorney C. Petrus Peterson, who 
asked for further hearing on the 
matter. 
The amendment is proposed 
along with another which would 
set up a secondary residential dis- 
trict and allow houses in that dis- 
trict to be remodeled into apart- 
ments housing a 'maximum of 
eight families. The whole amend- 
ment was sent along thru second 
reading, the council deciding that 
if changes are to be made on the 
protested 
section, 
it 
can 
be 
dragged out before final reading 
of the ordinance next Monday. 
Peterson appeared on behalf of 
Chris Be.ck,_ who wishes to raze 
the building in which he now op- 
erates a repair and tire shop at 
12th and P and build a one story 
repair <and filling station. When 
that matter came up informally 
before the .council several weeks 
ago, it was found that there is 
no restriction against garages in 
commercial areas, 
permits for 
curb cuts being the only check the 
city has. 
Thus, on suggestion of Mayor 
Bryan, the prohibition was incor- 
porated into the amendment; Pet- 
erson argued that to refuse to 
allow Beck to build would be un- 
fair and that the new building 
would be a distinct improvement 
over the old. 
He said that the new building 
would not be a detriment to sur- 
rounding property and that 
it 
would not endanger public safety. 
Several 
surrounding 
property 
owners were present at the coun- 
cil meeting, Peterson said, to tes- 
tify that they had no objections, 
but they were not called upon. 


Arrigo Settlement. 
The council approved a' settle- 
ment with James and Agnes Ar- 
rigo under which they would dis- 
miss their appeal to the district 
court 
from 
the condemnation 
award of $2,400 made to them in 
county court for their property 
at 48th and Holdrege. Their lot 
and building are 
on the 
spot 


where the new 48th st. will enter 
Holdrege. 


The city agrees to sell them the 
building for $25 and deed them a 
lot next to their present one anc 
grade and fill the lot so that drain- 
age will be .satisfactory. In addi- 
tion the city agrees to classify the 
Arrigo's new property from resi- 
dential to local business so that 
they can continue to operate their 
store. 


April 2 at 2 p. m. was the date 


set for hearings on the first batch 
of applications for beer and liquor 
license renewal. More than 30 have 
been filed so far. 
The council struck at the L. L. 
Coryell & Son commercial develop- 
ments between 33rd and 40th on 
the north edge of the city and City 
Attorney Laughlin was instructed 
to seek a declaratory judgement to 
establish whether the- city has reg- 
ulatory powers there, which while 
beyond the city limits is within 
the three mile zone. "The build- 
ings there have been erected in de- 
fiance of all the city's rules and 
regulations," said the mayc • 
Bryan also declared that if the 
courts rule the city has no power 
to regulate building there, a move 
will be made to take that section 
within the city limits. 


Protest Sewer System. 
Protest was received that Harry 
and 
Edna Thompson, residents 
near 14th and D, that the sewer 
system there is (inadequate and 
that sewage backs up into their 
basements. It was referred to the 
engineer and sewer department. 
The mayor was authorized to 
sign a 5700 contract with Fenton 
Bros., allowing them the conces- 
sions in all the city parks. The city 
retains for itse'f the concession at 
the baseball diamonds. 


An agreement with the Iowa- 
Nebraska Light & Power com- 
pany was also executed, providing 
that the city shall pay the cost ol 
removing transmission lines from 
the right of way for the cutoff 
from No. 10th to West O.

Federal Reserve Chairman 


Favors a Continuation 


of Easy Plow.' 


WASHINGTON. UP>. Chairman 
Marriner S. Eccles of the federal 
reserve board called for "a prompt 
balancing of the federal budget" 
thru the imposition of higher in- 
come and profits taxes if neces- 
sary. In a statement, Eccles de- 
tailed his views on prices and 
credit, pledged continuance of the 
board's "easy money" policy and 
said that increased wages and 
shorter hours which restrict pro- 
duction "are not at this time in 
the interest of the public in gen- 
eral or in the real interest of the 
workers themselves." 
Officials said the statement was 
issued to put an end to various 
misleading rumors regarding the 
board's credit policies. 
Eccles said that with large num- 
bers of people still 
unemployed 
any move to tighten money rates 
"would not be antisocial but un- 
economic." 
It created a stir among members 


Of congress who previously had 
asserted there was no possibility 
of major tax 
legislation 
at this 
session. 
"Let's go slow about increasing 
taxes," commented Senator Rob- 
inson, 
the 
democratic 
leader, 
when informed of Eccles' stand. 
Representative Vinson (d., Ky.), 
a member of the house ways and 
means committee which originates 
tax legislation, bluntly observed: 
"I think we have plenty of taxes 
now." 
The Eccles statement recalled 
that treasury and congressional 
leaders predicted after a white 
house conference last August that 
taxes would not be increased. 


GOGHRAN PRAISES SENATORS 
Legislators Also Hear For- 


mer Governor Weaver. 
High praise for Nebraska's' leg- 
islators, past and present, was ex- 
pressed 
Monday 
by Governor

Coach for Dodgers

NEW YORK. (Copyright, 1937 
UP). Lovers of burlesque and the 
Brooklyn Dodgers were gratified 
to learn by dispatches from Clear- 
water, Fla, that Mgr. Burleigh 
Grimes has engaged Percy Beard, 
former world's hurdling champion, 
to instruct the Dodgers in base- 
running:. 
This was good news because it 


dispelled, once and for all, that 
Grimes meant it when, on taking 
charge of the Dodgers this year, 
he said he would leave whimsy to 
Milne, comedy to Cantor, the weird 
to Rohmer, and operate the team 
with the strict 
efficiency 
of a 
lorgnette factory. The fact that 
be has engaged a hurdling coach 
to teach baserunning is proof posi- 
tive that Burleigh was only talk- 
ing thru his whiskers, and that the 
Dodgers will come forth to meet 
the enemy next month as daffy as 
ever. 
At the same time, one is forced 
to admit that a few sound lessons 
in hurdling is likely to improve the 
Dodgers skill in running the bases. 
Hurdlers, as you know, must learn 
to leap obstacles and Brooklyn 
players are 
constantly faced by 
obstacles when on the base paths. 
Their obstacles usually take the 
form of other Brooklyn players 
who, 
not accustomed to being on 


base, lose their heads. 


Would Have Been Handy. 


The Dodgers could have used a 
little hurdling on that memorable 
afternoon in 1926 when, with the 
bases loaded and but one out, Babe 
Herman doubled 
into 
a double 
play. 
Herman ran right on by 
Chick Fewster, who was on first, 
and slid into third just as Dazzy 
Vance, who had been on second, 
also slid into it. Had he known 
hurdling 
Herman 
could have 
neatly "scissored" over the Dazzier 
and headed for home. 
' Beard, the training camp dis- 
patch said also would instruct the 
outfielders how to hurdle after 
fly balls. The dispatch, didn't say 
just how much he would teach 
them, so I suppose it's safe to 
assume that he will instruct them 
in the art from beginning to end. 
The first thing, of course, will be 
a course in how to come out of 
the starting pits. 
This conjured 


up the charming picture 
of the 
Brooklyn outfielders crouched in 
their starting holes, waiting for a 
ball to be hit in their direction. I 
•wonder if Mgr Grimes, from his 
seat on the bench, will fire a pistol, 
when a ball is hit as a signal for 
his outfielders to get going? I 
doubt if he will be allowed to carry 
a pistol, however, as the tempta- 
tion to use it on himself sometime 
during the season might prove ir- 
resistible 


Hurdling Fly Ball. 


The flight of a Brooklyn out- 


fielder (preferably a bearded one; 
hurdling along a long fly to deep 
center should be delightful. There 
will be no actual hurdles in center 
field, of course, but habit will force 
him to hurdle just the some. From 
the grandstand the effect will not 
be unlike that of a Texas jack- 
rabbit 
tearing across 
the 
open 
plain 
If 
the 
outfielder 
should 


reach the ball just as he is in the 
midst of a "hurdle" many things 


may result. For perfect hurdling 
form do*» not lend itself to catch- 
ing baseballs. As a hurdler takes 
a .barrier his forward leg1 should be 
thrown out parallel to the ground, 
with just the slightest bend in it, 
and the other leg should be parallel 
to the hurdler. And the head and 
shoulders should be held low, with 
the arms stretched forward after 
the manner of a father greeting 
a prodigal son. 
My guess is that the Brooklyn 


outfield 
will be laid up, 
en 
masse,- with fractured skulls be- 
fore the first western trip begins.

WASHINGTON. — The little- 


noticed Guffey-Vinson coal bill is 
supposed to contain a hidden key 
to President Roosevelt's NRA re- 
vival plans. It passed the house 
last week 
without 
creating 
a 
ripple of interest. The debate dealt 
largely with extraneous matters. 
Leaders in charge neglected to 
offer the usual explanations of its 
provisions. Not even a record vote 
was taken. 
Nevertheless, those who know 


more than they say publicly about 
administration plans believe the 
measure is likely to prove the 
model bill for the new approach to 
price fixing, maximum hours and 
minimum wages. 


Such a suspicion is bolstered by 
the announcements 
that 
John 
Lewis is now setting out to organ- 
ize the electrical and oil industries. 
It has not been revealed, but he 
also has his eye set on rubber, 
where the next break may come. 
His ally, Sidney Hillmaji, is going 
after textiles. The speed with 
vhich they are expanding is caus- 
ng most observers to predict that 
he basic industries may be in his 
lands within a year. 
If price fixing codes are estab- 
ished for each of these industries 
along the lines of the coal bill, Mr. 
Roosevelt would have practically 
a new NRA, without packing the 
iupreme court or rewriting the 
:onstitution. 


This Guffey-Vinson bill goes the 
whole way of the NRA for the coal 
industry. It creates a national 
lituminous coal commission within 
he government, and puts a sales 
.ax of one-half of 1 percent on 
coal (raising about $4,000,000 a 


ear) 
to support the commission. 
Self-supporting regional code com- 
mittees are established. The anti- 
.rust law is suspended. Minimum 
prices are to be fixed, and, if neces- 
sary, maximum prices. 
A code 
establishing unfair 
methods of 
competition and marketing prac- 
;ices is written in the bill. 
The only thing left out is the 
unconstitutional 
labor 
provision, 
but there is a trick in that. The 
new price fixing is to be done on 
a basis of mining costs plus a fair 
return, and the bill says specifi- 
cally that wage rates and hours of 
employment are to be considered 
n computing costs. That is all 
John Lewis will need. 
The consumer may need some- 
:hing more. He is supposed to be 
protected by a consumers' counsel 
at the commission. The counsel will 
get $10,000 a year as a roving 
attorney for the consumer, but his 
power seems to be mainly that of 
objecting publicly by reporting to 
congress. 


The wording of the new law is 
the work, not entirely 
of 
the 


nominal 
authors, 
but 
also of 
former Assistant Attorney Genreal 
John Dickinson. He tried the old 


uffey case before the supreme 
court. Speaker Bankhead has an- 
nounced his belief that the bill gets 
around the court's 
constitutional 
objections. 


The fact is it probably will not 
get to the court for another year 
or two, if then. It is certain to pass 
the senat.e soon, but anyone who 
wants to sue will have to wait 
until he suffers some damages. If 
time and tide do not change the 
supreme court before the bill gets 
to it, certainly Mr. Roosevelt will 
be more disappointed than he is 
now. 


In view of all these considera- 
tions, many a congressional friend 
of Mr. R. doubts that he needs his 
court repacking program as much 
as he has been saying, at least as 
regards hours and wages. While 
there may be some doubts about 
his complete ability to fix farm 
prices under proposed legislation, 
there is certainly no doubt that he 
will fix coal prices, and coal hours 
and wages under the 
Guffey- 


Vinson bill.
